of Another Horror. 


AN KSGINEEK DISOBEYED OKDEKS 


And I'lisseiig'or Trains Collide With 


Much Loss of Life and

K.vrn.K O.EKKT, Midi., October 20.— 


flic error of one human being—one man 
who crouches affrighted' in a prison cell 
tonight—led to one of the greatest rail- 
road horrors in the history of Michigan 
today, and twenty-six human lives paid 
the penalty of a moment's negligence. 


Two trains, both laden' with passen- 


gers, met hid direct "head-on collision 
on tho Grand Trunk railroad at 8.45 this 
morning in the suburbs of this city. 
Twenty-six charred, disfigured and un- 
recognizable bodies lie in the morgue to- 
night and Iwciily-Ecven marred and 
bleeding victims, groaning in agony, Iu 
n charity hospital. IIow many of these 
may lie in the dead liet tomorrow none 
can tell, tor the injuries in many cases 
are quite unfathomable to tho medical 
examination that is possible now. 


Two trains met face to face, both reg- 


ular, although each was considerably 
behind time. One was a Raymond & 
"Wliitromb special train returning from 
the World's Fair and the other the regu- 
lar 1'acilic express, west bound. 


Tlio engineer of tho Raymond & 


Whitcomb train had positive orders to 
sidetrack for the express at a siding a 
mile east of this city. He ignored the 
orders, and 000 feet beyond the siding 
he met the east bound train full on. 
Both trains were wrecked, and half tho 
train of the Pacific express wits demol- 
ished and burned. The Raymond A 
Whitcomb train, being composed almost 
entirely of heavy sleepers, escaped seri- 
ous injury, and none of tne excursion- 
ists lost their lives. 


The engineers nnd firemen of both 


trains jumped in time, but twenty-six 
passengers or the Pacific express met 
almost instant death. The day coaches 
in the front part of this train teles- 
coped and burned, and of the twenty- 
six human remains at the morguo to- 
night twenty remain entirely unidenti- 
fied. The coroner numbered'each body 
now in the morgue consecutively, and 
noted the articles found on each body 
that might lead to identification. 


The Kaymond and Whitcomb train 


was in charge of Conductor Scott of this 
citv. 
Engineer Henry 
Wooloy was 


pulling it, and there appears to be no 
doubt but that Jilngineer Wooley's negli- 
gence caused the accident. The con- 
ductor and engineer received orders hero 
to meet the Pacific express at Nichols. 
Knghieer Wooloy got orders at Battle 
Greek, and getting beyond the stretch 
of double track kept right ahead at a 
rattling imee. He met tho 1'aeifie ex- 
press halt a milo or less below the meet- 
ing point made for him. Tho 1'aeltle 
express was coming at thirty miles an 
hour. Krom Nicliota a curve begins, so 
it was impossible for cither engineer to 
see the other until the headlights ap- 
peared. They had scarcely time to re- 
voree, apply ttio air brakes and save 
tliciufielvea as best they couhl, lioforo 
the heads on the engines came together 
with tlio terrible results above men- 
tioned. 


Knginccr Henry Wooloy and Con- 


ductor Scott of i ruin No. U have both

.Scott further said tho road was alt clear, 
and they started out. 


When they got into the yards Wooley 


saw an engine which he supposed at 
Unit \uis a-switch engine, but seeing a 
moment later it was coining to ofnst, 
Hlmtoff and was at a dead standstill 
when .No. !) struck them. Jie asked 
.Scott after the wreck about the order 
and i-Vott muttered he thought No.!) hiirl 
gone. 


Scott, who returned this evening from

Wooley's statement, and says ho under- 
stood his orders perfectly and did not 
tell the engineer that No. 9 had gone by. 
The responsibility for the wreck seems 
undoubtedly to he between those- two 


Gold for Finance. 


LIJIA, Peru, October 20.—The house of 


deputies has taken hold of the financial 
situation. The minister of finance ob- 
tained a secret session and explained to 
it the financial difficulties of the coun- 
try. The senate appointed a special 
committee- to investigate and recommend 
an immediate remedy. One result of 
the agitation is the passage by the house 
of deputies of the first clause of tho bill, 
ro-esiabllshing gold ns the currency of 
the country, and prohibiting the impor- 
tation of silver coins. The country has 
been flooded with Spanish and Mexican 
silver, and this action, it is expected, 
will put a stop to tlieir importations. 


The Weeks Affair. 


SAN Josi;, Costa Rica, October 20.—A 


decision was reached yesterday in the 
case of Francis S. Weeks, whose extra- 
dition the United States authorities have 
sought to bring about. 
Tho decision 


will not be mado public until President 
Rodriguez has recovered from his illness. 
It is known only to tho President and 
Minister Baker. 
Minister Baker left 


here last night for Nicaragua to attend 
io some important business. Through 
the personal efforts of Mr. Baker the 
Nicaragua*, congress will have incorpor- 
ated in the next constitution articles 
granting freedom in worship and remov- 
ing restrictions respecting the press. 


Prospects of a Squabble. 


Los ANOELKS, October 20.—An appli- 


cation for a writ of prohibition was filed 
by Attorney Dunne of San Francisco, 
representing the sheriff of San Fran- 
cisco county, thia afternoon before Chief 
Justice W. H. Beatty. 


•H is not known whether tho Rm>1 Bu- 


tton for a writ is against the bank com- 
missioners acting aa receivers. Inas- 
much as the fees amount to $150,000 
there will be a great squabble over tho 
matter. No action has been taken yet 
to make it returnable and set a time for 
the argument.

RATTLING RESOLUTIONS PASSED 


Congressman Camion and the South- 


ern Facitte Company De- 


nounced'. 


The principal business of the State 


Farmers' Alliance yesterday was the re- 
port of the committee on resolutions. 
The report was not adopted as a whole, 
but each resolution was submitted and 
piiesed upon separately. Every one was 
adopted unanimously. 


-The remainder of the session was occu- 


pied by the committee on revision of the 
constitution, whoso report was accepted, 
with some mod ideations. 


A committee on education, consisting 


of Mrs. N. B. Snow, J. G. Clark and 
Burdette Cornell, was appointed. 


J. S. Barbec submitted the following 


substitute to the recommendation of the 
committee on resolutions: 


Resolved, That we favor the nationali- 


sation of the liquor traflic, believing 
that placing the manufacture and sale 
of liquor in the hands of the general 
government, and eliminating the ele- 
ment of profit, will greatly minimize its 
evils. 


The resolution was adopted. 
The 


election for assistant state lecturer re- 
sulted in Hies selection of O. A. Barlow. 


Following arc the resolutions reported 


by the committee and adopted: 


Recognizing that "as ye sow BO shall 


ye reap," and realizing that in some of 
the text books used in our common 
schools, mainly those on civil govern- 
ment and history, seeite nf orrnr are be- 
ing sown broadcast in the minds of our 
children, which bring forth fruit after 
their kind; therefore, 


Resolved, That steps betaken by those 


properly authorized looking to the re- 
moval of such books, substituting there- 
for books touching "the truth, tho whole 
truth and nothing but tho truth."

front of the city of Oakland, which it 
has wrongfully seized, and thereby to 
prevent other railroads from, entering 
said city advantageously; 
therefore, 
o it 
Resolved, That wo denounce tho said 


action of the mild railroad monopoly, 
and rejoice in the determined light of 
the people of Oakland against the de- 
spoiler of its rights, and wo declare this 
contest of state wide importance, and 
that we will by every means in our 
power aid the said city of Oakland in 
fluid contest, and especially will demand 
and vote for a legislature and state gov- 
ernment which will enforce the rights 
of the people to the possession of thu 
water front of the state. 


Resolved, That tho senators and rep- 


resentatives in congress from the state 
are hereby requested to oppose the 
further extension of time for the regis- 
tration of Chinese under the provisions 
of tho Geary act. 


Whereas, Much land in Fresno and 


counties south of it, presumably belong- 
ing to 'the government, has been in the 
possession of actual settlers for many 
years, and patents obtained therefor, 
and 


Whereas, The United States circuit 


court for Southern California declares 
such patents vcid, on the ground that 
the lands embraced in these patents 
being within the indemnity limits or 
lieu lands, they were, by act of congress 
of 1800, reserved and withdrawn Trom 
the market and from subsequent pre- 
emption, occupation and entry, for thu 
exclusive benefit of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, find 


Whereas, Said railroad company, for 


the full term of twenty-four years after 
the passage of said act never claimed, 
selected, or. occupied said lands, and 


Whereas, Bv encouragement of the 


government, poor settlers filed upon 
and occupied these lauds, and after 
years of toil, secured patents therefor 
from the department of tho interior, 
andWhereas, Under the recent decision of 
Judge Ross, these poor people are likely 
to lose their little homes and the laboV 
of years, unless tho government comes 
to their relief, therefore, be it 


Resolved, That the representatives of 


the California State Farmers' Alliance 
and Industrial Union, in joint conven- 
tion assembled, unite in tho request of 
said settlers, as presented to the house 
of representatives through Congressman 
Bowers, that congress shall take imme- 
diate action to definitely establish the 
relative rights of said railroad company 
and the settlers 'to these lands, by 
authorizing tho law department of the 
government to take a test case before 
the supremo court, select and pay spe- 
cial council for that purpose, independ- 
ent of Attorney General Olney, who de- 
clines to defend the rights of these set- 
tlers on the ground that there are par- 
ties associated with the holders of these 


patents who obtained titles through 
other sources. 


Resolved, That a governmental policy 


wilfully dealing doubly with its people, 
granting unjust concessions to a great 
corporation, 
then opening up such 


alienated lands for entry and settlement 
and euheequently issuing patents there- 
for, 
IB worse than common robbery; and 


for these monstrous wrongs tho interior 
department should be severely censured, 
the instruments of thesu frauds fined 
and imprisoned, and tho government 
provide payment to sottlere so dispos- 
sessed in full consideration for tho money 
and time BO expended by them. 


Previous toadjournmenttho following 


resolution was unanimously adopted : 


Resolved, That tho thanks of 
the 
state alliance be extended to the worthy 
sisters and brothers of Fresno County 
Alliance for courtesies extended this 
body during its annual session and to 
Professor J. G. Clark for his inspiring 
music, aleo to tho members of the F-jpsno 
press for their fairness in reporting our 
proceedings. 


The convention closed with a mass 


meeting in the evening, which was 
fairly attended. G. D. King, P. fit. 
Adams, Burdette Cornell and Hpn, C. 
A. Barlow spoke on the reform move- 
ment.

banking and transportation in

nations into the hands of the few by en- 
slaving the masses; and then, when 
civil or foreign war arose, to Bend their 
slaves ae soldiers to defend and protect 
the property so taken by monopoly from 
labor; and 


AVhereas, 
Such 
military 
services 


should properly and logically be based 
upon the duty of sending first to war 
such persons us have tho most property 
tx> defend and at ttie peril of war", and 
such a system, in addition to being just, 
would BOOH put an end to war; there- 
fore be it 


Resolved, That wo demand that tho 


military of tbo state and nation lie re- 
modelled so as to provide for tho class- 
ification of regiments in such manner 
that men who nave tho most property 
shall bo drafted first into the militia 
and army, and that such regiments 
miiBt be first ordered to the front in 
ease of insurrection, civil or foreign war. 


Reform Press Association. 


A People's Party Press Association 


was organised during tho convention, 
with the following ollleers:

gave notice of an amendment to the 
rules. to tho effect that when a bill 01 
resolution pending na unfinished bus! 
ness shall have boon debated thirty days 
any senator may move to fix: a time for 
taking a voto thereon. Such motion 
shall hot ho amendable nor debatable, 
and if passed the pending bill or resolu- 
tion shall bo voted on at tho time fixed. 


Morgan, by request, introduced & bill 


to facilitate tho collection of debts paya- 
ble to the United States from govern- 
ment aided railroads, and to enforce tho 
accountability of tho directors of said 
companies. The senate then wont into 
executive session and remained in ses- 
sion considering noimnatioiifl, chielly 
those to which there were objections. 
The nomination of Van Alcn to he min- 
ister to Italy was con-firmed hy a vote of 
H!) to 22. After tho executive session 
tho house bill to suspend for the year 
18i).'{ the law requiring $100 worth ol labor 
to be expended on improvements made 
on each mining claim was passed after 
an amendment excluding corporations 
from ita benefits. The repeal bill was 
then taken up and Puffer of Kansas of- 
fered a free coinage amendment. With 
some slight exceptions it revives tho law 
of 18S7. Peffcr then resumed his speech 
against the hill and proceeded with his 
speech until 5 o'clock, when, upon mo- 
tion of Faulkner, tho senate look a re- 
cess until tomorrow morning. 


ATTEMPTED ROBBERY. 


An Accident Saves the Los An- 


geles Express. 


SAN FICAXUISCO, October 20.—The Ex- 


aminer publishes a story of an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to hold up the Los An- 
geles express which left here 5.30 p.m. 
Friday last. 


The story is that .upon arriving at 


Mendota it was discovered that, there 
was a hot box, which would prevent the 
train from proceeding further for BOIIIO 
lime. A freight train was sidetracked 
waiting 
for tho 
express 
to 
pull 


out, and it was ordered to proceed 
to 
Collia 
and 
wait 
there 
for 


the express to puss. When the freight 
was a few miles from Collis it was flagged 
by five masked men who took it to be 
tho express. The freight was allowed to 
proceed, and at Coll is tho conductor no- 
tified Mcndotaof the hold-up. Railroad 
officials then made up a dummy train 
and loaded it with an armed force, but 
they made tho run to Collis without he- 
ing stopped. The robbers evidently an- 
ticipated them. 


Detectives are in search of tho outlaws, 


but no arrests have yet been made.

All day long a continuous line of peo- 


ple have been going lo, loitering around 
or returning from the scene of lust 
night's explosion. 


Beyond a slight depression at the 


spot, the surface of the earth was undis- 
turbed, while the adjacent territory was 
littered with the splintered material of 
the building. 


No exact estimate can be made of the 


amount of damage done, as it is scat- 
tered throughout the city, and runs all 
the way from a broken pane of glass to 
a wrecked house. 


One of the peculiar things about the 


damage done is Unit outside of the im- 
•mediate vicinity of the explosion—the 
broken glass fell outside of the building 
instead of inside, as would be expected. 


The local scientists conclude there- 


from that the explosion produced an 
enormous vacuum and thereby the at- 
mospheric pressure on the outside of 
buildings was eo lessened that the ex- 
pansion of the enclosed air burst the 
glass to get outside and naturally the 
glass was carried outward. 


This theory seems to have some cor- 


roboralion in the fact that the breakage 
occurred mainly in tightly closed build- 
ings, and that no damage occurred 
where doors stood open. 


Another freak of the explosion is that 


tho breakage occurred sometimes facing 
the explosion nnd sometimes in the op- 
posite direction. 


In Webster's drug store on Mariposa 


street a plate glass window, facing to the 
south was el in tiered, while in the Ed- 
gerly block and Hughes hotel the plate 
glass on the north side fell into the 
street.

>d, showing that for many years silver 
ind wheat have kept company in the 


arkct quotations, rising and falling 


together, but having a steady average 
tendency downward. .Silver and cotton 
tave been also found together in the 
lame relation, but this proves nothing 
except that the cause which depresses 
the price of one depresses likewise the 
iricc of the other. This cause is the 
.pprecmtion of gold over commodities 
n general. 


Wheat, cotton, silver, iron and cop- 


>cr are sUiplt' products whose status in 
he markets of the world is as nearly 
ixed as that of any products can be. 
joe-al conditions may alfect the prices of 
other things, but the prices of these 
things are affected only by causes that 
ire worldwide in their operation. Wheat 
ias been steadily declining with refer- 
ence to gold. 
S?o Has cotton, ^o alsu 


iave iron, copper and even lead. It is 
.hcrefore not surprising to find silver in 
,he same category of things that have 
i'ceu growing cheaper 
and cheaper, 


rtace silver in one column and wheat in 
another for a period of ten veins last 
past, and they will be found to show r. 
remarkable sympathy with each other | 
in the mailer of price, lint there are | 
downs of other things which might be 
placed alongside of wheat to exhibit a 
similar relation. The showing conse- 
quently signifies nothing in the way of 
ironnerting silver as a commodity with 
the causes which affect the price of 
wheat. It simply exhibits silver as an 
article which is compelled to yield to in- 
JIiicnc.es in operation generally over all 
articles. It is only when silver is coined 
into money- of legal tender that it can 
have any "effect iipon prices, but the 
comparison is not between such silver 
and wheat, as a matter of course, but 
between uncoined silver and wheat. 


It may be paid that if till silver were 
use as coin of legal tender, wheat and 


other tilings would not have fallen in 
price, but that is H different matter. If 
a residue of uncoined and depreciated 
gold were upon the market as a com- 
modity and silver were the preferred 
money metal, the price of gold bullion 
and of wheat would lie found in the 
same constant 
company, aud there 


would he no mystery about it. 


The only lesson which the phenom- 


enon conveys is that there is n single 
cause, operating equally upon all stand- 
ard uoiumodities, and that cause in the 
appreciation of gold through ile in- 
creased use as money, made necessary 
by the doinonctmttipn of silver, joined 
wilh the natural limitation of its snpplv. 
As showing that gold is more valuable 
now than ever before (which means 
that everything else is less valuable by 
comparison with it), w« quote tho fol- 
lowing from an editorial iu the Inde- 
pendent of yesterday, which paper ap- 
pears to be opposed lo the free coinage 
of silver without being ublu It) say why :
